A professional journalist, Mr. Goodman spent 


two years in research and one year of on-the-spot 
photography in producing this intimate present-day 
look at one of the South Pacific’s most fascinating 


cultures. More than just a travelogue, it represents 
a synthesis of facts gleaned from historical and mod- 
ern sources, including anthropologists, missionaries | 


and voyagers, and from a year of living in the tradi- 

tional Samoan way among the Samoan ‘people. 
There are scenes of contemporary but traditional 

_ village life, of tattooing, fire- knife dancing, evidence 


of ghost beliefs, and archaeological ruins. One is 


witness to the tropical lushness of Western ‘Samoa, 
the beauty of her people, and some of the psychologi- 


cal mechanisms — not all of them pleasant — which i 


underlie Samoan daily life. The upshot is a “now” 


| picture of an always fascinating part of the heart of — 


Polynesia. 


Mr. Goodman is a (pradiate of Phillips Exeter’ 


Academy and of Dartmouth. He has published both 


fiction and non-fiction and has traveled widely, espe- 


cially in the South Pacific. . 
He is a member of the American Anthropological 


Pulyredn Society, and he Societe ae Oceanistes, 
and is currently writing a book about Western Samoa.
